The exact nature of the ex- 
plosions which rocked houses 
in the Yangtsepoo district, 
eight miles” North of down- 
town Shanghai, was veiled by 
martial law which proscribes 
death for spreading informa- 
tion that will excite the 
populace. The only informa- 
tion that could ‘be obtained was 
that the explosions were heard 
and houses were shaken. 
Whether the explosions were 
caused by Nationalists or Com- 
munists was not known. 


+ One shell penetrated the roof 
of a private home half a mile 
from the river and — exploded. 
apparently it was of a small 
calibre and 2 one was hurt. 


Oil Tank Hit - 


Another shell hit a tank of the 
Standard Vacuum, Ot Company 
near Yangtreyoo setting it afire. 
"The tank burned for several hours 
fending out thicie clouds of smoke. 
An otkclal of the company. sald 
the shell came from the West side 
of the river where Nationalist 
defence points are snuated. 


From downtown Siunghal the

Along The Bund 


Nationalist forees immediately 
began mounting heavier guns in 
the Yangtsepoo district. It was 
believed =the Communists who 
reached the river bank yesterday 
after .a wide wheellng motion 
South, of Shanghai seleoted this 
spot for the first direct attack 
upon the city. . 

The entire stretch of the Bund, 
Shanghai's main thoroughfare 
which runs alongside the Whang- 
poo, remained closed to anything 
but military movement for Its full 
nine-mile length North to Point 
Island. The only civilian trafic 
permitted on the Bund was 
streetcars which pass through 
without stopping. All other traffic 
was millitary Including Nationalist 
treops units setting up defences 
ngainst a possible Communist at- 
tuck from the opposlte river bank 
hulf & mile away. 

The Whangpoo was closed to 
commercial traMe when Natlon- 
alist warships centered the river 
from the Yangtse to blast Com- 
inunist forces attacking from the 
fast. One group of naval units 
on the Whangpoo was reported t- 
be shelling Communist troops 
South of Kaochias, popular beach 
resort on the Yangtse, «about 12 
miles North East of Shanghai. 
Other ships on the Yangtse join- 
ed in catching the Communists in 
a crossfire. 

Fighting was reported to have 
dica down around the Woosung 
Forts with the Communists ap- 
parently throwlng all thelr energy 
Into the attack against Shanghai 
from the East—United Press,

Those cosy pictures of Dr. 
Jessup and Mr, Malik beaming 
at each other over clasped 
hands have sent a sudden rush 
of cheerfulness to many empty 
heads.

Whatever the future may hold 
in store, It must he hoped that 
Sir Stafford wi!l consider mere 
carefully than he scems.so far to 
have done the accuracy of his 
optimistic estimates of our 
dollur-earning power during the;

WAR REPARATIONS 

At a time when Hong 
Kong’s citizens are wonder- 
ing just what is in store for 


‘them, and when the author- 


ities are assessing the degree 
of co-operation they can ex- 
pect from the’ population in 
a possible emergency, any- 
thing which can be done to 
improve morale is empha- 
tically to be commended, 

The report carried in these 
columns today about war 
damage claims is the result, 
of a request to government 
by this newspaper for an 
elucidation: of the position. 
Answers to questions in the 
House of Commons in recent 
weeks have been so brief and 
indeed abrupt as to worsen 
an already difficult situation. 
Admittedly statements were 
made in the past, but in view 
of the revival of the matter 
on moré than one occasion, 
the authorities might well 
have tried to counter the 
comments. 

The present explanation of 
the official position is not 
entirely satisfactory, but it 
has some interesting points. 
If the Hong Kong govern- 
ment were itself to attempt 
to meet the claims, it-would 
have to pay -cut $929,000,000 
—almost six times the total 
of this year’s record budget 
—an obvious impossibility. 
The onus was to be placed 
on Japan: to provide 
these sums through war re- 
paration. payments, but now 
it appears that American 
pressure has beert successful 
in suspending these, although 
no peace treaty has yet been 
drafted. Many rightly regard 
this as deplorable, however 
tactical a move it may be, 
but that will not put money 
into anyone's pockets. 

* Faces naturally turn to- 
wards London, and it is no 
longer—if. it ever was to 
those who felt they had a 
genuine grievance—sufficient 
to point to Britain’s own de- 
vastating war ruination and 
austerity. Although Cripps 
has been unable to surmount 
the dollar deficit, the budget 
is not only balanced, but 
shows 4 material surplus in 
sterling.

“THE COUNCIL OF EUROPE 


What is the significance of 
the Council of Europe, the 
Statute of which was signed in 
London recently by the 1epre- 
sentatives of 10 Governments? 

Two features distinguish it 
ehorply from on organisatlon like 
that under the North [Atlantic 
Defence Pact. 3 

First, matters relating to na- 
tional defence are excluded from 
its scope. That is why Sweden, 
which shrank from committing 
herself undes the Pact for fear 
of offending Russin, has felt that 
nobody should take offence at her 
joining the Council. 

Secondly, membership is con- 
fined to countries in which the 
rule of law and the enjoyment of 
human rights and ,fundamental 
freedoms are not Mmited by the 
exercise of arbitrary power.

CONTROVERSY 

Other than by implication I have 
so far not become embroiled in the 
old “classic and jazz” controversy 
which, {t seems, still continucs to rage 
unabated after all these years. 

Tha very fact that it has continued 
.for..so long. bears, 
must bo something materia} in the 
claim of the dance-music addicts, else 
the whole thing. would have collapsed 
ack of cards before now. 

It therefore useless to dismiss 
jazz, or whatever you cali it, as of 
no account, It Js something which 
has come to stay and to endure, and 
must therefore be reckoned with, and 
recognised, on its merits. 

Tho origin of jazz (Ict us stick to 
this description since it is convenlent- 
ly short) is generally accepted to have 
its roots in the old Negro spirituals. 
The carlier primitive rhythms of the 
African jungles were probably trans- 
lated across the Atlantic by victims 
ot tho slavotrade. Inded, in the 
calypsoecs of tho Barbado Islanders 
there are definitely signs of tha Afr- 
can rhythm wedded to the Negro 
spite From these carly founda- 
tlons have sprung up ali the modern 
dance forms of rhumbas, boleros, sam- 
bas and what-have-you! 

It is difficult to approach this ques- 
tion, dispassionately, since one must 
examing cach of the contestant’s 
claims in unblassed fashion.

Thero are two ‘typos of natural 
wox—animal wax and vegetable 


wax. 

A typical and very famillar 
animal wax is beeswax, secreted by 
the bees to make the cells of the 
honeycomb. Vegetable wax is 
eccroted by various plants. In 
some cases it appears in the foll- 
age, where it forms 8 shiny coat- 
ing “which guar - against exces- 
sive transpiration’ or wetting of 
tho cells. 

Wax which forms on twigs 
forms a slippery surface which | 
discourages unwanted insccts 
which otherwise might reach the 
flowers and rob them = of their 
drones. ‘ : 


Vegetable wax is even found in- 
the fibre of the sugar cane. - Anda

researchers of the United States,

Sydney Smith, one of the greatest of 
English wits, is discussed this week 
by David Thompson in a talk original- 
ly broadcast In the BBC's Third Pro- 
gramme.

That at leost is the first 
impression caused by Jack 
Cappell’s announcement that 
he is returning to big boxing. 


He -staged some big shows 
pround the end of the war, and 
then went to Australla. Back in 


England, he has been visiting | 


some recent shows, and apparent- 
ly has not been impressed with 
the showing of the boxers in- 
volved. I couldn't agree more. 


Jack Solomons, who was once 
Cappelt's chief executlve and has 
since blossomed out as ao lending 
world promoter, must have mix- 
ed thoughts about thls challenge 
to the heart of his domaln as he 
plans to invade the American 

scene with his promotions. 


Solomons at least cannot be 
blamed for the slump In atand- 
ards, He has now confirmed the 
cancellation of his next Harringay 
show because of inck of tatent, 
but that docsn’t help in casing 
the shortage. 


The arrival of another promot- 
er does, however, open up possi- 
billties. First, the public should 
benefit. With more competition 
and Iess money for them to throw 
about, they svill be able to dis- 
erlminate between shows. Com- 
petition may even force prices 
lower. 


Copell denies that he !s setting 
up In rivairy to Solomons and the 
Empress Hall organisation—‘It's 
just commercial competition,” he 
declares—but he has thought uf 
one good idea. 


Under a new Board of Control 
rule he must put on four minor 
shows in order to qualify to stage 
a championship, his ambitlon for 
his opening tournament at Olym- 
pia. ‘ :
